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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,5-8,14,16,18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Paulraj et al (US 6,377,632). 

Claims 1 and 16. 

Paulraj et al discloses a method of adjusting the transmission characteristics of 
subcarriers of a multi-carrier transmission system using a plurality of antenna elements, see Fig. 
2, comprising; 

detecting the subcarrier frequency channel characteristics of the multicarrier 
transmission, see col.5, lines 21-37, and 

pre-equalizing the power of each subcarrier by dividing it by the amplitude characteristics 
of the corresponding subcarrier frequency channel, see col. 5, lines 45-50. 

Claims 5,18. 

See col. 6, lines 61-62 describing the phase compensation in response to channel 
characteristics. 
Claim 6. 
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Since, depending on the detected channel characteristics, the amplitude factors are 
determined, the antennal element having the best channel characteristics is used for transmission 
in the case amplitude factors for other branches are set to zero. 

Claim 7. 

Since different amplitude factors are applied to different branches, the power of the 
transmission signal is distributed to all antennal elements according to subbcarrier frequency 
characteristics of the corresponding element. 

Claims 8,19. 

Though not described, the amplitude factor must have "an upper threshold" since 
otherwise it would exceed an allowed transmission power limit in a wireless communication 
system. 

Claim 14. 

Col.8, lines 48-53 describes performing frequency channel characteristics detection on 
the basis of received pilot symbols, i.e., training sequence. 
Claim 20. 

Since the transmission system of Paulraj et al is not limited either at the base station or 
mobile station of a wireless communication system, it meets the claim limitation that it is a base 
station. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paulraj et al (US 
6,377,632) as applied to claim 1 above. 

Paulraj et al discloses all the subject matter claimed except for the method being 
implemented in a computer software program. However, it is well known in the art to 
implement transmission method in a computer readable medium such that a computer or DSP 
could execute the method as an alternative implementation. Thus it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to implement the method of Paulraj et al 
in a computer software program for the purpose of an alternative implementation.
